INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 14.— 
(UP)—The national executive com-

CAIRO, Egypt, May 14.—(4)—Co- 
incident with parliamentary elections, 
striking railway workers rioted today 
and engaged in clashes with troops.

east, the army air force tonight was 
poised for its final hop to [ston 
and a war with an unnamed foe. — 

Scattered groups landed here during 
the day. The first contingents to 
nmrrive were national guard observa- 
tion planes which will be molded into 
the 22d provisional observation group. 
It will be the first time the national 
‘evardsmen have been called upon to 
6-operate with the regular army on 
such a large scale. 

With all of the planes due here not 
later than noon Friday, staff officers 
wno will direct the huge war maneu- 
ver, which ineludes the defense of 
Chicago, Detroit and the east coast, 
were making detajled plans for the 
activities. 

The various sections of the corps 
which will make up the “battle” per- 
sonnel were announced today. he 
first pursuit wing will be composed 
of 194 fast fighting ships and 33 
transports. The cumbersome trans- 
ports, which carry baggage and spare 
parts, will not be able to keep up 
with the fighting fleet, but will be 
on hand when the fighters set down 
at night. 

In the bombardment wing will be 
33 heavy bombers, capable of carry- 
ing several thousand pounds of de- 
molition materials, and 343 _ light 
bombers and two transports. 

The observation wing wil be com- 
posed of 150 observation planes and 
two transports. Tae third § attack 
grcup, capable of giving battle either 
to pursuit or bombing planes, and 
able to carry out missions usually 
allotted to observation ships, will be 
composed of 51 attack ships and one 
transport. 

Training flights of these organiza- 
tions which will be made of various 
units scattered over the country will 
be held Friday and Saturday. On 
Sunday a review of the entire fleet 
will be held. It is estimated it will 
take this group 20 minutes to pass a 
given point, flying at 100 miles an 
hour.

The plan is contained in the book, 
“The Problem of Unemployment,” by 
Professor Paul H. Douglas and Aaron

The authors conclude that slightly 
more than 150,000 workers are pro- 
tected today from the risks of unem- 
ployment by trade union, employer and 
joint employment benefit plans. This 
number represents approximately one- 
half of 1 per cent of the gainfully em- 
ployed wage earners and salaried 
workers in the United States. 

“Since it has taken a decade 
even this number to be covered,” say 
the authors, “it would seem that 
while such ventures are extremely val- 
uable, both as experiment stations and 
to get the public mind interested in 
the subject, we cannot rely upon vol- 
untary efforts if substantial progress 
is to be made in furnishing adequate 
protection to the workers.” 


Statue of Washington 


. a . 
Unveiled in Richmond | 

RICHMOND, Va., May 14.—(/) 
Dr. Albert Bushnell Hart, professor 
of history, Marvard, today turned 
back pages of history more than a 
century in dedieating Houdon’s 
statue of Washington at the Vir- 
ginia capitol. 

Assuming that he were a New 
England conteffiporary of the na- 
tion’s first president, Dr. Hart la- 
mented that the 1796 business of the 
infant republic prevented President 
Washington from leaving the Phila- 
delphia capitol to attend the exer- 
cises, 

“The state has preceded the na- 
tion in perpetuating in marble or 
enduring brass the features of our 
beloved president and most eminent 
son of Virginia,’ Dr. Hart said, ad- 
dressing the assemblage gathered in 
the “old house of delegates hall” 
whom he assumed were the contem- 
poraries of President Washington, 
but who actually were descendants 
of Washington’s father and a few 
other especially invited guests. 

For 135 years the statue, com- 
pleted in 1788. had stood in or near 
the capitol rotunda without formal 
eer marking its arrival in 

Virginia.

act had been printed just as it passed 
after it had been carefully checked by 
the senate engrossing committee. He 
said that the final form represented 
the legislative action and _ intent 
“without the dotting of an ‘i’ or the 
crossing of a ‘t.’” 


Returned To Senate. 


After the bill had been signed in 
the house by Speaker Richard B. 
Russell, Jr., and EB. B. Moore, clerk 
of the ‘house, it was returned to the 
senate. There it became the duty of 
the engrossing committee to check it 
for errors and to see that the amend- 
ments offered and adopted were ordet- 
ly and in conformity with the action 
of the two branches of the assembly. 

Signed by Senator Paulk for the 
engrossing committee, the bill then 
received the signatures of President 
W. Cecil Neill and Secretary Dever- 
eaux F. McClatchey, senate officials, 
and was transmitted to the governor 
for his signature. When this had 
been affixed, and in the absence of 
any protest against the final draft. 
the bill was ready for the printer and 
the enforcing officials. 

Irregularities found by the commit- 
tee Wednesday included not only the 
failure of the printed bill to omit 
phraseology, even entire paragraphs, 
but also the addition of new phrase- 
ology “materially changing the effect 
of the bill as finally adopted.” 

In sub section 1, of section 2, ex- 
empting certain classes of vehicles 
from the operation of the law, the 
word “merchandise” was omitted ‘from 
the printed form after amendment in- 
cluding “merchandise” along with 
“neople and farm products” had been 
adopted. 

In the same sub-section, the fol- 
lowing paragraph appears in the law 
without any recorded amendment to 
account for it: 


“.. And not passing through or 
beyond municipalities having railroad 
facilities where not more than seven 
passengers and one or one-half tons 
of freight are transported.” 


Effect of this latter change, mém- 
bers of the committee stated, is to 
limit the exemption of certain trucks 
when no limitation was contemplated. 

In sub-section one, dealing with the 
exemption of trucks engaged exclu- 
sively in the transportation of agri- 
cultural and dairy products, the words 
“so long as the title remains in the 
producer’—the committee found— 
were stricken by a house amendment, 
to which the senate agreed, but which 
appear in the printed law. 

One of the changes which the com- 
mittee pointed to as significant was 
the addition of three words in sub-sec- 
tion 3, of section 2, 
taxicabs and baggage transfer com- 
panies for which the committee was 
unable to account. The final draft 
read: “Taxicabs, or motor trucks of 
| baggage transfer companies and motor | 
| trucks of railway express companies | 
and or motor tracks engaged in dray- 
ing.” As printed it reads: “ 
and or motor trucks engaged exclu- 
sively in local draying.” 

One entire sub-section, number 5, 
the committee found, was stricken by 
a house amendment, to which the 
senate agreed, but which was retained 
in the bill as printed. Continuing 
the exemptions, it reads: 

“Motor trucks of railway companies 
which perform a pick up and delivery 
service in connection with their 
freight train service, between their 
freight terminals and points not more 
than five miles distance, when either

Reclassification Under 
Amendment Is Probable, 
Governor-Elect Says 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 14—())— 
Governor-Elect Richard B. Russell, 
Jr., expressed the hope here Thurs- 
day for a constitutional amendment 
which will provide for a classification 
of all property for purposes of taxa- 
tion. 


He expressed this hope, he said, “So 
that intangible property will be re- 
turned and taxed fairly.” He added 
that “the ad valorem tax system is the 
most unjust and inefficient system 
that could be devised for present day 
needs,” 

Speaking before the annual con- 
vention of the County Commissioners 
Association, the next governor said 
that “if we leave highway funds alone 
we will, within the next two or three 
years, have our system of primary 
highways paved and paid for.” As 
long as the present state indeptedness 
remains unpaid, the governer-elect 
said that new ventures into govern- 
mental services must wait. 

Preceding the governor-elect on the 
program was Captain J. W. Barnett, 
chairman of the state highway com- 
mission, who told the commissioners 
that Georgia has 2,275 miles of sur- 
faced highway. The objective of the 
board, he said, is to bring the annual 
mileage of completed or paved bigh- 
ways up to 750 miles. 

Due to the federal government hav- 
ing advanced some of the 1931-32 fed- 
eral aid for highways, Captain Bar- 
nett warned that there would be little 
page aid available for this state dur- 
ing 1932. 

Mr. Russell said that while neces- 
sary services must not be curtailed, 
waste must be cut ort. 

Growing Problem. 

“Taxation is a great and growing 
problem with the government and all 
sub-divisions of government, and this 
is no time to be increasing the bur- 
den,” he said. “However, we should 
change the tax systems to meet the 
changing economic conditions. Al) the 
burden of taxation in Georgia at pres- 
ent is on that property which cannot 
escape the eye of the tax collector. 
This is the most unjust, unfair and 
inequitable system that can be de 
vised, 

“Returns on intangible property 
have decreased many millions of doi- 
lars in value during the past 10 years. 
In fact, returns on this class of prop- 
erty have all but been eliminated. We 
should seek an amendment to the 
state constitution which will provide 
for a classification of all property for 
purposes of taxation so that intangi- 
ble property will be returned and tax- 
ed fairly. And we must work for 
that happy day when the state will 
not levy ad yalorem or real estate 
taxes, but wwfl leave this field entire- 
ly to the effinties and municipalities.” 

He pointéd to merger of counties as 
one way to lower the cost of govern- 
ment. He advised the exercise of 
careful judgment in making mergers. 

“No state,” he told the commis- 
sioners, “can face the future with 
more assurance than Georgia. This 
state has a bonded debt of less than 
five million dollars and a casual, or 
floating debt of about seven million 
dollars. We are in splendid condition 
as compared to some of our sister 
states who are now struggling with 
overwhelming debts.” 

Chairman Barnett said that the 
“increased activities of the highway 
department has been made _ possible 
by additional appropriations from the 
federal bureau of public roads. ‘Phe 
amount received from this source dur- 
ing 1930 was considerably less than 
the normal amount, but owing to ad- 
vanced appropriations made on ac- 
count of the drouth situation and for 
the relief of the unemployed appro- 
priations from this souree for 1931 
will be in excess of any heretofore re- 
ceived. When we consider that the 
appropriations advanced will not be 
available during the coming year, 
there will be little federal aid for high- 
way construction during 1932. The 
appropriations made to relieve the un- 
employment situation is.being used 
in matching other federal funds, mak- 
ing state funds available with which 
to match normal appropriations from 
the federal bureau, and for purely 
state aid projects and operating ex- 
penses of the department.” 

Appropriations Not Available. 

The chairman said that federal ap- 
propriations are not available imme- 
diately, but are checked against proj- 
ects until completed and accepted. 
Thus the highway department must 
finance the work 100 per cent and 
wait for the treasury department to 
make the refund, he said. 

Walter B. Stewart, of Atlanta, 
president of the association, and mem- 
ber of the Fulton county commission- 
ers, recommended closer co-operation 
between legislative and operating 
heads of the state government. 

He opposed diversion of highway 
funds, saying that the highway de- 
partment was “just coming into its 
own after years of preliminary work.”

Advisability of county mergers from 
an economie and efficient standpoint 
was touched on by Mr. Stewart.

Pittman, of Thomasville, Ga., chair- 
man of the executive committee, con- 
ducted an open forum on matters of 
interest to the association. 

Nearly 400 delegates were in at- 
tendance.

Attacks on Business Scored 


In Address 


Political Actions Flayed 
as Greatest Handicap to 
Development of Indus- 
tries in State. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., May 14.— 
(Special.)—A ringing answer to the 
question “What's Wrong With Geor. 
gia?’ was given here Thursday by P. 
S. Arkwright, president of the Geor- 
gia Power Company, when he labeled 


“political attacks on business” as the | 


greatest handicap to the state’s de- 
velopment and called on businessmen 
of the state to accept their responsi- 
bility for constructive leadership and 
exert themselves to regain for the 
state its reputation as a place in 
which invested capital is safe. 

The speech was delivered at the 
annual joint meeting of the Rotary 
and Kiwanis Clubs at the Dixie-Hunt 
hotel with more than a hundred lead- 
ing citizens of Gainesville present. W 
C. Thomas, president of the Rotary 
Club, presided. 

I. W. Anderson, executive head 
of the Pacolet and Gainesville mills, 
introduced Mr. Arkwright. 

“For several years business has 
looked forward with apprehension to 
the approach of a session of the state 
legislature. This year, we, not only 
the Georgia Power Company, but all 
business interests, look forward to the 
approaching session with foreboding 
and dread,” Mr. Arkwright said. 

“Tt is not that past sessions of the 
legislature have actually done much 
that injured business in Georgia, and 
certainly we hope that the coming ses- 
sion will prove to be constructive 
rather than destructive.” he said, “but 
the constant and ever-present threat 
of legislation designed to hamper and 
handicap business, of regulatory meas- 
ures that harrass legitimate business 
enterprises, of poorly conceived new 
taxes and other measures designed to 
confiscate the profits of business, 
these threats alone do serious injury 
to existing businesses in Georgia and 
they are keeping out of Georgia the 
new industries and the new wealth 
our state must have if it is to fulfill 
its destiny. ; 

“Georgia must have new industries. 
It must have new wealth and new 
capital brought in from other sections. 
It cannot support itself exclusively 
on agriculture. It cannot pull itself 
out of the present depression and go 
forward to greater prosperity unless 
it can succeed in building up its in- 
dustries. And vet we see on every 
side evidences of what appears to be 
an organized effort to make existing 
businesses as uncomfortable as pos- 
sible and thereby make the state as 
uninviting as possible to new  bus- 
inesses we want to bring into our 
state, : 

“Several years ago in'a speech in 
Atlanta, Roger Babson, the economist, 
said that, based on natural advan- 
tages, Alabama was destined to be the 
manufacturing center of the nation, 
Florida was destined to bethe chief 
agricultural state and Georgia was 
destined to be the center of popula- 
tion of the nation. 

‘Something Wrong.” 

“Judging from the 1930 census fig- 
ures, something has gone wrong with 
Georgia, We still have the same 
natural advantages. What has pre- 
vented us from making progress to- 
ward our destiny? 

“Between 1920 and 1930 tax values 
in Georgia declined in every classifi- 
cation of property except city proper- 
ty and the railroad and public utility 
classification. The value of personal 
property, of farm property, of small 
town property all declined. ; 

“Maybe there is an answer to it 
in this. The Georgia Power Company 
for several years has been publishing 
advertisements in national magazines 
telling about Georgia's good points 
and inviting industries to locate here. 
In those advertisements we used to 
brag about the fact that taxes in 
Georgia were reasonable, even low, 
and we used to brag about the fair 
attitude of the public toward indus- 
tries and capital. We have stopped 
saying anything about Georgia’s taxes 
in our. advertisements and we have 
almost stopped talking about the fair 
attitude of the public. 

“With the constant threat of new 
taxes, with constant attacks on busi- 
ness, and with popular applause given 
to politicians who make the most ve- 
nomous attacks, we hesitate to adver- 
tise Georgia’s reasonable taxes and 
fair treatment to the new industries 
we are trying to bring here. 

“A few months ago my company 
was instrumental in getting the Clark 
Thread Company to decide to locate a 
new plant in Cobb county. The Geor- 
gia Power Company had to contribute 
$30,000 to the cost of the factory site 
in order to get them to agree to locate 
in Georgia and we had to work on the 
proposition for months, but finally 
they decided to come to Georgia. And 
then the governor called the extraor- 


dinary session of the legislature and| g 


they got cold feet and we almost lost 
this new industry, and the only way 
we could get them to go through with 
the plan was to go to the governor 
and the incoming governor and other 
public leaders and get from them as- 
surances that this new industry would 
not he made the object of legislative 
attack. The reputation the Georgia 
legislature has gotten almost seared 
them away, and it has actually scared 
away other industries that might oth- 
erwise have located here. 
Utilities in Forefront. 

“The Georgia Power Company and 
the other public utilities happen to 
be in the forefront of the attack now. 
I think that the populace applauds 
when the politicians make us squirm. 
I think that even other businessmen 
sit back and enjoy the spectacle, some 
of them think it’s fine sport, I believe. 
I am not asking you to fight our bat-

SCHOOLS AT MOUNT BERRY 
ORGANIZED 30 YEARS AGO 

MT. BERRY, Ga., May 14.—(4)—

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Tempering Influence on 
Industrialism, Says 


Speaker at Athens Meet. 


ATHENS, Ga., May 14.—(4)—John 
Temple Graves II, columnist of the 
Birmingham Age-Herald, today told 
the Institute of Public Affairs here 
Thursday that the trend of industry 
in the south wag to small towns, those 
of less than *0,000 population. 

Fifty-nine per cent of the new in- 
dustries located in the south in recent 
years have been in these small towns, 
Mr. Graves said. 

Turning to the “machine age, Mr. 
Graves said that southern individual- 
ism as a tempering influence on in- 
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dustrialization, was a major factor 
against standardization in this mod- 
ern age. 

“The south,’ Mr. Graves continued, 
“is historically and tempermentally 
the most individualistic section of the 
country. 

“It is also, unfortunately, the least 
liberal. 

“But touch this individualism with 
a more liberal point of view, educate 
it in its own value and essence and 
the south has an opportunity in these 
critical days to preserve things ‘in- 
finitely dearer to itself as well as 
contribute something precious to the 
nation. 

. “Southern individualism is a thin 
of the spirt as well as the mind. It 
bas to do not only with states’ rights 
and anti-trust jaws but with the gen- 
tilities of spirit, with romance, with 
enthusiasm and a fine art of leisure. 

“Things which are the very stuff 
of individualism are still the stuff of 
the south and in their sign the south 
can become, if it will, in an age bow- 
ed down with its own mass and ma- 
chine, what Count Keyserling has call- 
ed it—the home of America.” 

Another section of the draft of a 
proposed new constitution for Georgia 
was discussed at the sessions Thurs- 
day. 

Professor M. H. Bryan, secretary 
of the committee which drafted the 
proposal, discussed taxation and the 
budget. Dean H. N. Edmunds, of the 
University of Georgia Law school, 
was among those discussing this phase 
of the draft. 

Orville Park, of Macon, chairman 
of the committee, said today that with 
few exceptions all suggestions regard- 
ing the proposed new constitution had 
been liberal rather than restrictive in 
nature. The committee, comprising 
nearly 20 prominent Georgians, has 
been in session here this week receiv- 
ing suggestions from others regarding 
the instrument. At the close of an 
open discussion on today, the commit- 
tee went into a session to consider 
these suggestions, and to make a new 
draft of the instrument to be made 
public later. 

Among the proposals in the instru- 
ment is one providing for an executive 
budget and requiring that the gover- 
nor at each regular annual session of 
the legislature shall submit to the gen- 
eral assembly a budget, setting forth 
the proposed expenditures of all de- 
partments, offices and agencies of the 
state for the next fiscal year, and the 
anticipated revenue of the state from 
all sources.
